The first session of the Woman's

o'clock. The session continued until 
late in the evening and most of the 
business of the convention was tran- 
sacted during this session. 
The session began by devotional ex- 
ercises conducted by Mrs. Hoselton. 
They were followed by an address of 
welcome by Key. Dr. Toland. Presi- 
dent Mrs. G. H. Weed gave an address 
in which she reviewed in a general 
way the work of the past year and 
gave an 
outline of 
the coming 
year's work. 
The report of the 
recording secretary.Mrs. G. H. Foster, 
showed a marked inet ease 
in the 
growth of the movement in the dis- 
trict and was well received by the 
delegates. 
Following the report of the record- 
ing secretary the reports of the dis- 
trict secretaries were given. These 
showed that each of the eight dis- 
tricts was in a healthy working con- 
dition and in shape to do more and 
better work the coming year than has 
ever been done before. 
Officers were elected at this session 
as follows: President, Mrs. G. H. 
Weed, of Cleveland: rice president, 
Mrs. A. Y* Taylor, of Alliance; corres- 
ponding secretary, Mrs. F. A. Arter, 
of Cleveland; recording secretary, Mrs. 
G. H. Foster, of Cleveland; treasurer, 
Miss Lydia Deal, of Dexter City-, sec- 
retary of young people's work, Miss 
Inez Bpnsall, of Salem; conference 
organizer, Miss E. L. Ritterepaugh, of 
Canton; secretary of missionary liter- 
ature, Mrs. Fred Izant, of Warren; 
secretary 
of supplies, Miss Jess C. 
Grimes, of Cambridge; mite box secre- 
tary, Mrs. Elizabeth Miller, of Alli- 
ance. Miss Lydia Deal was chosen as 
delegate to the notional meeting to 
be held in New York next November. 
Mrs. R B. Pope, of Cambridge, was 
chosen as alternate. 
The Saturday evening session con- 
sisted of the reports of the different 
secretaries of the of the organization, 
the treasurer and the conference or- 
ganizer. A report was also .given by 
Mrs. M. A. Matthews, of the Deacon = 
ess home in Cleveland. These reports 
were highly gratifying to the. organi- 
zation and showed every department 
•to be in a healthy condition. 
The Sunday .morning session was 
very interesting and largely attended. 
Mrs. A. F. Beiler gave an address on 
Alaska, and the work of the Home 
Missionary society in that land. Mrs. 
Beiler visited Alaska a year ago and 
spent six months there, becoming 
well acquainted with conditions and 
the extent ~bf the work' being done. 
The devotional exercises of the session 
were conducted by Mrs. A. Y. Taylor. 
Sunday afternoon at 2:30 o'clock an 
interesting young people's meeting 
wa s conducted by, Mrs. Inez Bonsall. 
The attendance was large. 
The last session was held Sunday 
evening. Mrs. Matthews gave an in- 
teresting address on the Evangelical 
Deaconess work, speaking of what had 
been 
accomplished along this line 
and pointing out the great possibili- 
ties of the future in this work. Miss 
Donaldson talked on practical Dea- 
coness work, giving many helpful sug- 
gestions and pointing'out practical 
ways of attaining satisfactory results 
in the Deaconess work.

Clyde L. Wells Made A Remarkable 


the Railway Mail Service. 


Clyde L. Wells, the dispatching 
clerk in the Coshocton postolllce, op 
Friday performed an unusual public 
service which demonstrated rare Cap- 
ability in dlspaiching mails. It was 
on the day of the wreck on the Wai • 
bonding in which Postal Clerk Mc- 
Connell was injured. The chief clerk 
at Manstteld wired the Coshocton post- 
master inquiring whether this office 
could protect the run on the return 
trip that afternoon. The postmaster 
telegraphed a reply in the affirmative 
and Mr. Wells was assigned to the re- 
sponsible duties of a railway mail 
clerk without any special preparation. 
The postal car had been demolished in 
the wreck, and on that emergency 
trip Mr. Wells had none of the facili- 
ties of pigeon-hole cases and pouch 
racks. He got down on his knees and 
worked the mails in piles on the floor 
of the baggage car. 
The remarkable 
feature of the performance is that 
there was not a single slip or blunder 
in the service, and the people along 
the route received their mail that 
evening just the same as though noth- 
ing baa happened. For ene not, fam- 
iliar with the railway mall service 
tbis is regarded by postal people as an 
exhibition of extraordinary capability 
in the handling of malls, and Mr. 
Wells is the recipient of many com- 
pliments. 
There are many instances of heroic 
work behind the scenes to give the 
public good service with the mails, 
but of which the public never learns, 
and the only reward for which is the 
consciousness of having been patriotic 
to the public service.

WARNING REGARDING PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


In the Kftort to Keep Separate the 


Church aud State, Ilaa God Been 
Disunited From the State?—Creed 
Revision Set For CuueMeratlon os 
Thursday of This Week. 
Philadelphia, May 20.—The 
estajft- 


lished custom of having visiting com- 
missioners fill the Presbyterian pul- 
pits Sunday in the city where the 
general assembly is being held was 
strictly adhered to. There probably 
was not a Presbyterian church in the 
city that did not have one or more 
visitors at its services. Many of the 
commissioners filled pulpits in the 
suburban churches and in Camden, 
N. J.. across the river. The Mecca of 
most of the lay commissioners was 
Calvary church, where the assembly 
(s sitting, and where the moderator, 
the Rev. Dr. Henry C. Minton of Cal- 
ifornia, preached his first sermon as 
the presiding officer of the assembly. 
Dr. Minton took for his subject the 
parable of Christ restoring sight to a 
Mind man, emphasizing that the mir- 
ucle was effected gradually. "We are 
born blind," he said, "for a cataract 
of sin covers our eyes. Multitudes 
have received the first touch but want 
the second. This is a day when the 
church of God should be on guard 
agaist the intelligence of her faith. 
We believe in creeds, of course; but 
we Presbyterians forget that creeds 
are by no means all. We boast of in- 
telligence, but we should be wary lest 
our glory become our shame. 
The 


mystic element is needed to give ten- 
derness to the soul, but Christianity, 
like Mohammedanism, has its whirl- 
ing dervishes. Some see but along the 
line of sincere purpose and ethical 
endeavor. It is not enough to be sin- 
cere; one must be right." 


The moderator, 
In dealing 
with 


evangelization, said that men must 
not only be sought but redeemed to a 
present career of honor. The church 
must teach, train and develop her 
sons. 
In education there must be 


character-building and consecration. 
The moderator sounded a note of 
warning regarding the public schools. 
"God 
forbid," he said, "that I should 


say an ill word against our public 
school system, the safeguard of our 
nation, but is the educational ma- 
chinery subsidiary to the only worthy 
end of fashioning character? 
Have 


we, so morbidly afraid of unitiag 
church with state, gone so far as to 
disunite God from the state? This 
is a most serious question. The faith 
of our sons and daughters is involved 
and the kingdom of God in our coun- 
try is involved. It is not an organised 
scepticism that threatens but a God- 
forgotten secularism." 


The question before Presbyterian 


church for years, the revision of the 
confession of faith, will be taken up 
by the assembly Thursday. The hear- 
ing and the consideration of the re- 
port of the committee upon the revis- 
ion of the credal statements of the 
church, appointed at St. Louis last 
year, was made a special order for 
that day, and the matter will remain 
before the assembly until It is dis- 
posed of. 
t 


Southern Presbyterian*. 


Little Rock, May 20.—The Southern 


Presbyterian general assembly took 
up the 
proposition to revise 
the 


church law on ecclesiastical commis- 
sions. The catechism prepared by a 
committee of which Dr. Robert P. 
Kerr of Virginia is chairman, was 
also considered. 
Moderator Woods 


appointed a special committee to pass 
upon the question of inserting a foot- 
note in the contession of faith aft or 
"the elect infant" clause. The report 
of this committee will, doubtless bring 
out a spirited discussion. A number 
of protests against inserting the foot- 
note are before the committee. 


Porte Ready to Apologize. 


Constantinople, May 20. — Ahmed 


Tewflk Pasha. Ottoman minister of 
foreign affairs, called on the ambas- 
sadors and notified them of Turkey's 
desire to re-establish the status quo 
ante in the postal question, and her 
intention to send a high functionary, 
probably the foreign minister himself, 
to apologize for the violations of the 
foreign mall bags. The ambassadors 
met at the residence of the German 
ambassador to. determine what atti- 
tude to adopt in view of the complete 
submission of the sublime porte.

Manilla on the Sheridan, speaking of 
the condition In the Philippines, said: 
"Everything is settling down and we 
»re getting at the real -work of gov- 
erning and teaching the people. Their 
peculiar national character 
makes 


them hard subjects for the present. 
You must remember that they were 
originally pirates; that their civiliza- 
tion is of the fourteenth, not of the 
twentieth century, and tendency to 
brigandage is so bright among them 
that it amounts to a disease. In many 
districts the paying of tribute to rob- 
bers is considered the regular thing, 
no more out of the way than taxes." 


Communists Celebrated. 


Paris, May 20.—The revolutionary 


groups celebrated as usual the anni- 
versary of the commune, marching in 
batches to the cemetery of Pere La 
Chaise and depositing wreaths at the 
foot of the wall where the commu- 
nists were shot.

The parade of the concessionnaires 


was participated in by all the conces- 
aionnalres. It was accompanied by 15 
bands and was two miles in length, 
showing the wonderful features and in- 
teresting people of the Midway.

When it is recalled 
that It was only the 4th day of last 
June, that the first piece of timber was 
raised aloft as the beginning of what 
Is now a magnificent Exposition city, 
one can but marvel at the executive 
force which has brought this work to 
Its present state of completeness. 
' The cost:of the Exposition as it now 
appears is approximately $10,000,000, 
exclusive of exhibits. Of this sum the 
Midway represents an expenditure of 
about $3,000,000. 
Nothing seems to 


have been forgotten in perfecting the 
plan, and there is every convenience 
for the visitor and an abundance for 
him to examine and enjoy. The admis- 
sion price Is-the same as usual, at expo- 
sitions, half a dollar, but it entitles one 
to a full day at the most beautiful fes- 
tival • : of the kind that has ever been 
brought into existence. No pen will 
be so presumptuous as to attempt to 
describe the architectural and color 
beauty of the Pan-American Exposi- 
tion. It Is a magnificent, an extrava- 
gant, dream brought to a harmonious 
and beautiful realization. The triumph 
of the architect, the colorlst, the land- 
scape architect, the sculptor and the 
electrician Is complete. 


There are about 150 buildings In the 


Exposition plot, of all sizes and de- 
scriptions, and an abundance for every 
one to see, no matter how long he may 
choose to remain. . The most novel ex- 
hibits perhaps are to be found in the 
Electricity building, for in that partic- 
ular science wonderful strides have 
been made within the last few years. 
Notably among these is tbe transform- 
er plant, where 5.000 horsepower is re- 
ceived from Niagara Falls by cable at 
a pressure of 11,000 volts and stepped 
down to' 1,800 volts. ; This power is 
used for lighting the vast Exposition 
area, A daylight brilliancy will per- 
vade the Exposition until 11 o'clock 
each night. The exhibit of Street Rail- 
way appliances is also of a very com- 
plete and Interesting character. 
The 


exhibit made by Thomas A. Edison, 
Showing the development of many of 
his Important Inventions, constitutes 
another attractive feature. Demonstra- 
tions are to be made of Wireless Te- 
legraphy and the X Rays. In the cen- 
ter of the Machinery and Transporta- 
tion building la a working exhibit of a 
large number of Pumping Engines. 
These supply tbe water for the various' 
fountain features of the Exposition. 
Among these water displays Is a cas- 
cade In the southern face of the Elec- 
tric Tower, from which there Is a flow 
of 35,000 gallons of water per minute, 
making a beautiful veillike cataract 70 
feet high. Upon this cataract electric 
lights of many colors will be thrown 
from an Invisible source, producing an 
enchanting picture. 


One of the most imposing buildings 


of tbe Exposition Is the great Stadium. 
This Is more than 60 feet high and Is 
so large as to inclose a quarter mile 
track. Tbe seats are arranged in the 
form of a vast amphitheater, and the 
capacity Is sufficient for 12,000 specta- 
tors. This Is to be the scene of very 
interesting events dally throughout the 
Exposition.

The Effect of Mn»ic. 


A series of tests have been made with 


the ergograph, which is an instrument to 
be applied to the muscles of the hands 
and arms to induce and measure f jtiguc-. 
Until taken up by neurologists the ergo- 
graph has been used m the psychological 
study of school children. It consists of 
two clamps designed to hold tho wrist 
and forearm firm and a tubular contriv- 
ance to hold all but one finger straight. 
The free finger is then hooked into a 
email strap, having a weisht at the other 
end. 
In the experiment the subject is in- 


structed to crook the finger as long as he 
can. The vitality is shown by the length 
of time the subject can continue the ex- 
ercise, and the capacity for being taught 
is supposed to be indicated by tho pupil. 


And here comes in the influence of mu- 
sic, for It has been found by experiment- 
ing that musii. played^during the tests 
has produced variations in the results 
which can be accounted for in no other 
•way. For example, lively airs played on 
the harp seemed to in\ igorate the patient 
and enable him to keep up the exercise 
for a much longer time, but dreary melo- 
dies decreased the vitality and rendered 
the patient's arm almost powerless. The 
deduccions reached by the physicians in 
terpsted in the experiments were that 
musical rhythm increased the physical 
well being of the patients and m.ght_be 
rendered a powerful means of caring 
them.—Catholic World Magazine.
